WKSTMINSTEK NEWS. 

(From tho Columbian.) 
\ despatch from Ottawa this after- 
noun brings the cheering news that our 
member, Sir. 1). Cliisholm, is iiiuch im- 
proved, anil yesterday he was able to 
sit up for an hour. This good news has 
' ved the hopes of his many friends, 
who all sincerely trust he may weather 
his present attack of illness and be 
spared for many years to come. 

The boats engaged in the oolaclmn 
lishing yesterday reaped a great har- 
vest, ami us a consequence tho surplus 
supply has knocked the bottom out of 
the price of sweevics. Vianen's net 
brought in from 1200 to loOO pounds, 
each haul last night, but only a few 
hauls were made as there was a compar- 
atively small demand for the fish. 
Twenty-live hundred pounds were 
shipped to Victoria this morning. 

An exciting race took place yesterday 
afternoon on the North Arm between 
the steamer Fairy Queen and six In- 
dians in a racing skill'. For two miles 
the plucky Siwashes held tho lead, pull- 
ing like heroes and straining every 
muscle to widen tho distance between 
tlium and the Fairy Queen. The steamer 
was urged to its best, but it was not till 
the race bad lasted t wo miles that the 
superior staying powers of steam wore 
made manifest, and she gradually forged 
ahead of the oraft propelled by man 
power. 



REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 

Contemplated or In Proifross, at the Pro- 
vincial Departmental Buildings. 

Extensive repairs and improvements 
are now being made, at tho various de- 
partmental offices of tho provincial gov- 
ernment, over James Bay, All the of- 
s are to be overhauled, and refreshed 
and made more attractive with fresh pa- 
per and paint, The Education office, 
which iii the past has been found much 
too small for comfort, has been made 
more comfortable by tho addition of the 
room formerly used as a provincial mu- 
seum, and which will now liu used as a 
mblie or general office. It is about 
twenty feet in length by sixteen in 
width, and will till the bill admirably. 
Connected with it are tho two smaller 
rooms which formerly comprised the 
Education offices, and which now will 
be termed tho private office and store- 
room. The old Sup reme Court room, 
with the offices on the west side, and 
the judges' chambers in the rear, has 
been entirely remodelled, and will here- 
afterbe known as the Provincial Museum. 
Here can be shown to good advantage, 
the splendid collection of mineralogy 
curiosities of the sea, air and land, 
which the province may well boast of, 
rho walls have boon newly plastered 
and tinted, and the exhibits will shortly 
be placed in tho most advantageous 
position to be seen and admired, The 
five offices on the east side of the new 
Museum Building, have been fitted up 
for the use of the attorney -general and 
his deputies, as the old quarters in the 
Legislative Building havo long been ac- 
knowledged to lie entirely too small for 
comfort. The improvements to the 
other departmental offices, which are 
being made none too soon, will be com- 
pleted without delay. The exterior of 
the Legislative and Departmental build- 
ings will also undergo h series of 
changea, which will vastly improve their 
present appearance. 



ON THE ROCKS. 

The Steamer Sardonyx Meets with a Seri- 
ous Accident up the Skcens. 

Tho news that the C. P. R. Co.'s 
steamship .Sardonyx hud met with a 
bud accident and was uslioro on the 
rocks ut Inverness up the Skeena, was 
the all absorbing topic of conversation 
among vessel men and shippers yester- 
day. Reports of the catastrophe first 
reached the city in tho shape of tele- 
grams to several of tho consignees, front 
Nanaimo, early in tho morning, the 
news having been brought to the Black 
Diamond City by tho steamer Bosco- 
jvitz, Very meagre details weru ob- 
tainable, however, until tho arrival of 
the BoBCOWitz at her dock in this city, 
during the afternoon, when the follow- 
ing particulars of tho uccidont were as- 
certained. 

After landing 200 bundles of tin at 
the North Pacific C/innory on her way 
up, tho .Sardonyx stopped at Dcmp- 
stor'H wharf, (Inverness) on Wednesday, 
April 17th. Hero sho discharged 
a portion of her cargo, and was just 
leaving the wharf to proceed up the 
river, when she swung around, striking 
the reef and cracking about eight feel 
of her bottom, below tho quarter on the 
starboard side. No attempt was made 
to get her ofT the rocks until the tide 
rose, when sho Hunted easily. It was not 
thought that any serious damage win 
done, and sho was then got out in the 
current and was agaiu roady to start 
when tho water camo in through the 
crack in the bottom, and in a few min- 
utes put out tho ongino fires. A line 
was carried to the load mid tho stoamer 
was drawn up on the shore, (very rocky 
jimt there) only a few foot below Dcmp 
Ktur's wharf, ttud so olose taak a plank 



has since been run out from the stenmor 
to tho dock., 

It was thought that when the tide 
went out again it would leave tho ship 
high and dry and no difficulty would bo 
experienced in making the necessary 
repairs. Unfortunately, however, when 
thu tido did go out, it disclosed tho fact 
that in addition to the crack below her 
quarter, the Sardonyx bad an ugly hole 
o nthe port side as well, just under the 
coal buukor, and was resting on a 
rugged piece of rock that threatened 
to put another hole in her very soon. 
During the week that followed— the 
Boscowitz passed her on the 24th in 
stunt— all efforts to get her off this rock 
have proved unsuccessful. There she 
still sticks. The greater part of the 
jargO— considerably damaged by water 
— was onboard at the time the accident 
occurred, and has since been discharged 
at Dempster's wharf. It comprised sup- 
plies for the N. P, Packing Co., the H. 
B. Co., Skidegato, Rivers Inlet and In- 
verness, some general cargo for Queen 
Charlotte Islands, and ull the supplies, 
including retorts and boilers, for Find- 
lay, Durham and Brodie'a cannery. 

The greater part of the cargo was 
fully insured, although the loss occa- 
sioned by the delay will prove a heavy 
one to the cannera. 

No insurance was carried on the 
steamer, which has been most un- 
fortunate at this one spot, where she 
broke two blades of her propeller only- 
oil her last trip up. 

The steamer Princess Louise will take 
the place of the wrecked steamer until 
she can be again floated and made lit for 
service.

New York, April 27.— There are lit- 
tle or no sijjns of abatement in the rain 
storm which began Thursday night and 
lias continued uninterruptedly ever 
since. A drizzling rain prevails to- 
night. The decorations present a be- 
draggled appearance. The final ar- 
rangements for the naval, military and 
civil parades were made to-day. Major- 
General Schofield and aides held a for- 
mal meeting this afternoon at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. Each aide was assigned 
to certain troops, with instructions to 
see that on Tuesday noxt they were 
properly landed and given their proper 
positions in the military parade on 
Tuesday so that there will be no un- 
necessary delay in .stin ting the proces- 
sion promptly on time. The committee 
on States also had a meeting at tbe 
same hotel, and conferred with 
the couunittees of the other 
Slates, now in this city, as to 
who will represent their respective 
slates in the approaching celebration. 
Thus far only a small number of the 
governors and representatives have ar- 
rived, The announcement that the 
hour of starting of the presidential 
party from Elizabothport had been fixed 
an hour earlier than originally named, 
.-aused considerable grumbling. This 
ihange was made on account of the tide. 
The committee having in charge the 
merchant marine portion of the naval 
parade, say that the change will cause 
serious disappointment as it is now too 
late to change the programme, and in 
consequence boats coming from distant 
points will be unable to reach New York 
in time to participate in the parade. 
Visitors are steadily pouring in by all 
railroad and steamboat lines. The 
hotels to-night are jammed. Those now 
arriving who hove not secured rooms in 
advance are compelled to seek accommo- 
dation elsewhere. Among the arrivals 
were thousands of men in military uni- 
forms, representing the militia compan- 
ies of the various states. The rain kept 
many of the visitors indoors. Some, 
however, braved the storm for the pur- 
pose of seeing the sights. Many watched 
the work of decoration on the private 
houses and public buildings, while 
others visited places of interest both in 
the city and Brooklyn. Among the 
prominent arrivals to-day were Govern- 
ors Foruker, of Ohio; Buckuer, of Kon- 
tucky; Beaver, of Pennsylvania; Savage, 
of New Hampshire; Jackson, of Mary- 
land; and Luce, of Michigan; At tbe 
headquarters of the centennial commit- 
tee in tho Stewart building to-day, and 
at the headquarters of the army com- 
mitte at the 5th Avenue Hotel, predic- 
tions wore freely made that the cele- 
bration would be a grand success if the 
weather proved favorable.

Lord -Salisbury Is DlagUKled. 

LONDON, April 27.— Lord Salisbury- 
is greatly disgusted at General Boulan- 
ger making his headquarters in London. 
The English premier, however, is power- 
less in regard to raising objections. A 
legal member of the British cabinet, in 
an interview to-day on tho Boulan- 
ger issue, said: "The action taken by 
the French government against General 
Boulanger, and the danger it is designed 
to meet, recalls a famous expedient 
known as ostracism, which was sanc- 
tioned by the constitution of Athens in 
the early years of democracy. It would 
of course he absurd to attempt to draw 
any close parallel between Athens, as it 
was 2,300 years ago, and the France of 
to-day, but human nature is found to bo 
very much the same at both ends of this 
long time, and the principles of demo- 
cratic government are the same at both 
periods, differing only in their practical 
methods. It has often been remarked 
that tho speech of Demosthenes on the 
crown is one which, from its stylo and 
the character of its arguments, might 
very well have been delivered • in the 
house of commons. Indeed, only a few 
days ago a commoner called in the auth- 
ority of Plato lo settle a question of 
present politics. There is, therefore, 
nothing far-fetched in going back to 
these early times for an illustration of 
the state of things which now exists in 
France. " 

Roumanian Affair*. 

London, April 27. — Roumania is just 
now causing considerable anxiety to Eu- 
opean statesmen. The prevailing 
opinion is that Crown Prince Ferdinand 
will not be allowed to reside Ion; i the 
official residence at Bucharest w. i his 
uncle, King Charles, announc . on 
Thursday was being prepared fc ; - him. 
At the time of the recent change of 
ministries in Roumania, several loading 
statesmen were of the opinion it was tho 
beginning of a series of anxieties in the 
Balkan and Danuhian regions. Since 
thnn cruicial events have multiplied. 
The fall of M. Briatand was probably 
the result of an anti-dynastic movement, 
but the Rosettccarp ministry made lit- 
tle apparent change of policy. At any 
rate, the project for the fortification of 
Folkshanny and Galatz was not part of 
any anti-Austrian scheme, hut meant 
preparation to resist an invasion from 
across the Pruth. 

Stanley's Nuvementi. 

London, April 20.— In an interview 
to-day, Mr. D. W. Freshlield, tho cor- 
responding secretary of Sir Francis Do 
Wenton, of the Emiu Bey relief commit- 
tee, said : " We expect (hat H. M. 
Stanley will bo heard of o n the Xanzi- 
bar coast about May. The rumor about 
his whereabouts may well bo true. Ho 
very probably went south to the region 
between Albert Nyanza and the South- 
ern Lake, on which site he saw ' the 
snowy mountains. If so, news of his 
whereabouts could hardly reach Stanley 
Falls in tho time stated. He will cer- 
tainly not return before the problem of 
the Southern Lake and of its connection 
with the Congo and the Nile is solved. 
The snowy mountains will also seeming- 
ly be visited. The return without 
doubt will be by way of Malala to the 
south of Victoria Nyanza, where many 
stores await the expedition. 

Anil-Slavery Congress. 

London, April 27. --An international 
anti-slavery congress will bo held at 
Lucerne in July next. The pupul dele- 
gates will preside, and Dr. Windthorst 
Count Demun, the well known 
German and French Catholic leaders, 
respectively, and other prominent 
papists will attend.

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THE TIME FOB ACTION. 

It is humiliating for the citizens of 
Victoria to see that the only members 
of Parliament who thought it worth 
their while to back up Mr. Prior in his 
efforts to obtain justice for their city in 
a mattor to them of supreme importance 
belong to the Opposition. The British 
Columbia contingent have for many 
years been loyal ami zealous supporters 
of the Government, anil it is nut a little 
singular that when Victoria asked for 
what it has a perfect right to receive, 
and which it would ho the most glaring 
injustice to deny, not a single member 
of the party with which the British 
Columbia members ho ve worked so long 
and so faithfully had a single word to 
say in its favor. This is certainly li 
conspicuous example of political grati 
tude. 



Victoria asks no favor of the Govern- 
ment or the majority in Parliament.

The Pacific steamships 
which the nonunion lms subsidized pass 
within almost a stone's throw of its 
harbor. Vet it is proposed to 
treat it as if it were nothing better than 
a si wash encampment ami to permit these 
subsidized steamships to pass it without 
recognizing its existence. The citizens 
of Victoria cannot in justice to them- 
selves allow such a slight to be put upon 
them without protesting as energetically 
as they are able, and if it is persisted 
in, without resenting it in the strongest 
and most emphatic way that the consti- 
tution allows. 

Tho Government's refusal to recog- 
nize Victoria's commercial importance 
has all the appearance of being con- 
temptuous. They seem determined 
to add insult to injury. Mr. Prior, 
with a zeal that cannot be too highly 
commended, lias advanced many strong 
reasons why the steamships of the Pa- 
cific line should call at this port. the 
government while they persist in thoir 
refusal to grant .Mr. Prior's request do 
not even attempt to reply to his argu- 
ments.

homo. If Mr. Halter, before the session 
opened, Haw that he could not pay the 
attention to his private lltlaii that they 
required, anil at the same time perform 
his public duties, he should have re- 
signed in time to allow the citizens to 
send a man to Ottawa in his place. Vio- 
toria needed two good men in Ottawa to 
prefer its claims and advance I(h inter- 
eats, and when Mr. Baker found that hn 
ooiihl not go himself) he should have 
given his constituent* a chance to send 
another. A public office is a public 
fcruBt and no man has a right to act as il 
he believed he might perforin his duties 
or neglect thpnij aa suits his whim or 
his private convenience, H i» qu> tt! ovl 
dent horn the debate which W« pub- 



lished yesterday that Mr. Prior is badly 
ill need of a colleaguo who would he 
both able 'and willing to assist him in 
enforcing the claims of this city both on 
tho tloor of the House of Commons and 
in the otliccs of the Cabinet Ministers. 
It was not fair either to the citizens of 
Victoria or to Mr. Prior to allow that 
gentleman to do all tho "badgering" and 
all tho debating alone. It is not pleas- 
ant to think that any "badgering" was 
needed; but since the Ministersrequirod 
to bo "badgored" into doing what is 
fair to tho city Mr. Baker should have 
boon at his junior colleague's Hide both 
to help and to encourage him, Since 
Mr. Baker has seen lit to remain at 
homo during the greater part of the ses- 
sion it cannot bo said that everything 
that could be done has been done to 
have justice extended to Victoria. 

It la just possible that tho Ministers 
may think that the citizens of Victoria 
arc not in earnest in their efforts to have 
their city made a port of call for Paeilic 
mail steamships. They may imagine 
that Mr. Prior is overzealous in that 
matter, and that the. Victoria news- 
papers do not voice public opinion on 
tho subject. Ottawa is a long way from 
the Pacific coast, and the voice which is 
loud enough here, may become quite a 
faint whisper ere it reaches Otta- 
wa. It may be possible, too, 
that there are British Columbians in 
Ottawa who, not being able to with- 
stand the allurements held out by the 
dispensers of place and pelf, say to the 
ministers what they want to hear rather 
than the harsh and unwelcome truth. 
There are always sycophants and flat- 
terers surrounding men in power 
whether they are emperors or Cabinet 
ministers. In order therefore that 
there shall be no chance for the Govern- 
ment to be ignorant of the true state of 
public opinion in Victoria on the sub- 
ject of the Pacific steamships, a public 
meeting ought to he called. Such a 
meeting would be sure to be a monster 
one. Let resolutions be passed at that 
meeting embodying the views and the 
wishes of the inhabitants of Victoria 
and the surrounding country on the sub- 
ject of the refusal of the Government 
to insist upon the Pacific mail steamers 
•ailing at Victoria. Let these resolu- 
tions be couched in such terms thai it 
will bo impossible for the Government 
to mistake thoir significance. The 
time for prompt action and plain speak- 
ing has come. 

We see that the local Government 
has been blamed for being dilatory and 
slack in this matter. There are no 
grounds for such accusations. Tho 
Legislative Assembly passed a vigor- 
ous resolution, urging upon the Dominion 
the necessity of sending such representa- 
tions to tho Imperial authorities as 
would make the calling of the steamers 
at Victoria a part of their contract with 
the Government, on the 21st of Febru- 
ary. It was forwarded by the Pro- 
vincial Secretary on the '27th of the 
same month, and the acknowledgment 
of its receipt came to hand hereon the 
19th of March. The resolution of the 
British Columbia Hoard of Trade to the 
same effect, received a little later, was 
also forwarded to Downing St. without 
delay, and its receipt has been likewise 
acknowledged by the Secretary for the 
Colonies. No blame therefore attaches 
to the local Govomnient in the premises. 
It did its whole duty and did it well 
and promptly. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

We are not surprised that our cor- 
respondent, "Visitor,'' directed atten- 
tion to tho imperfection of the sewerage 

ystem of this city. It has, in fact, no 
system of sewerage, Those w ho walk 
its streets are reminded of this at overy 
turn. The smells are many and vile. 
Every one of them is a danger signal. 
It is impossible for the inhabitants, par- 
ticularly the women and the 
children who are compelled to 
live in such a contaminated atmosphere, 
to be as healthy as they ought to bo. 
The inmates of houses standing on un- 
drained soil and near festering heaps of 
tilth need not wonder if they are often 
"poorly" and out of spirits. The won- 
der would be if they enjoyed good 
health. The seeds of diseiise are in 
every breath they draw, and tho foul 
vapors that come from the ground sap 
their vitality. The men suffer least 
from these evils for they are not much 
in tho house and they take a good deal 
of active exercise. But the women and 
the children are to a great extent eon- 
lined to the dwelling ami are continually 
breathing the vitiated air. It is not 
surprising that so many of them are pale 
and spiritless. A good system of drain- 
age would be worth more to them than 

dl the medicines in all the drug stores. 



THE CITY SEWERS. 

We presume that it is through the 
force of habit that the Times accuses 
those with whom it differs of malice, It 
is almost as bad as the law of libel in 
this respect. It invariably presumes 
malice in those with whom it disagrees. 
According to its wont, it declares that 
we were moved by malice when we com 
inented upon what we regarded as the 
suppression of information relative to 
the sewer question by Mayor Grant. 
There was no malice in the matter. 
The criticisms were perfectly fair, and 
as we showed at the time, well ground- 
ed. The letter from Mr. Pickering 
showed that the Mayor had received 
letters on the subject of the construction 
of the sewers containing valuable sug- 
gestions, and wo knew that neither the 
letters nor tho suggestions they con- 
tained, were formally laid before the 
Hoard of Aldermen. We had no means 
of knowing that these letters were 
marked private. In fact, from the 
nature of Mr. Pickering's letter to Mr. 
Fell, we concluded that the information 
they contained was intended for the 
whole Board. As the letters wore 
marked private the Mayor could not 
make a public use of them without the 
consent of tho writer. Consequently, 
the Mayor's explanation with regard to 
the letters so marked was satisfactory. 
But there was a letter, that written to 
Mr. Robinson, which was not private. 
It was, in fact, written for the express 
purpose of being laid before the Hoard 
of Aldermen. It contained an offer. 
That letter was not submitted to the 
Hoard. Tho Mayor's explanation did 
not cover that letter, which was tho 
property of the Hoard, ami should have 
been laid before it without delay. Our 
contemporary's allusion to the election 
of Mr. Grant and his majority of two 
hundred and twenty is inconsequential 
and childish. A majority of two 
hundred, or of two thousand, proves 
nothing and alters nothing. It cannot 
mako wrong right or unfaithfulness 
fidelity. If the editor must write rub- 
bish and interlard his articles with com- 
ments and allusions which have no re- 
lati ui to the subject he has in hand 
would it not ho well for him to keep a 
few loose sheets near him and when lie 
feels the wandering fit come upon him, 
write his pet phrases on one of them. 
When his stock is out ho might resume 
hiB subject on his "copy" paper. If he 
would just try this plan he would find 
that his articles would he greatly im- 
proved. The surplusage would go into 
the waste basket, and the sense would 
he sent to tho compositors.

AN AFTERTHOUGHT. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
New York Sun intimates that there is 
some possibility of a modification of 
what is understood to he the Republi- 
can policy with regard to the Behring'a 
Sea question. The government finds 
itself in this difficulty, that insistanco on 
the rights of the United States to do- 
minion over the whole of the Sea might 
necessitate the aoknowledgineill of the 
correctness of Great Britain's headland 
theory, and the abandonment to that 
power of the bays of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces. Tint question being thus com- 
plicated, a satisfactory settlement might 
lie arrived at, it is thought, by avoiding 
the question of exclusive jurisdiction, 
and obtaining from Great Britain a re- 
cognition or the right of the United 
States to make police regulations fur the 
protection of the seal islands by offering 
to competition the lease of the fisheries, 
and allowing British companies to ten- 
der for it. If the government at Wash- 
ington adopts this policy Mr. Bayard 
will he vindicated, and those Republican 

papers which have attacked him so 
mercilessly on ihis subject will he, to 
use a slang phrase, "in the snap." 

FRUIT OR M BAT. 
Longman's .Magazine : The food which 
is most enjoyed is the fruit which we 
call bread anil fruit. In all my long 
medical career, extending over forty 
years, I have rarely known an instance 
in which a child has not preferred fruit 
to animal fend. I have many times 

been called upon to treat children for 
stomachic disorders induced by press- 
ing upon them animal to t he exclusion 
of fruit diet, and have seen the best re- 
sults occur from the practice of revert- 
ing to the use of fruit in tin 1 dietary. 1 
say it without the least prejudice, as a 
lesson learned from simple experience, 
that the most natural diet fur the young, 
after the natural milk diet, is fruit ami 
whole meal bread, with milk and water 
for drink. The desire for this same 
mode of sustenance is often continued 
into after years, as if the resort to flesh 
were a forced and artificial feeding, 
which required lung ami persistent 
habit to establish its permanency us a 
part of the system of everyday life. 
How strongly this preference taste for 
fruit over animal food prevails is shown 
by the simple fact ot the retention of 
these foods in the mouth, Fruit is re- 
tained to he tasted and relished. Ani- 
mal food, to use a common phrase, is 
"bolted." There is a natural desire to 
retain the delicious fruit for full masti- 
cation; there is no such desire, except 
in the trained gourmand, for the reten- 
tion of animal substance. One further 
fact which 1 have observed — and that 
too often to discard it as a fact of great 
moment — is that when a person of 
mature years has, for a time, given up 
voluntarily the use of animal food 
in favor of vegetable, the sense of 
repugnance to animal food is soon so 
markedly developed that a return to it 
is overcome with the utmost difficulty. 
Neither is this a mere fancy or fad pe- 
culiar to sensitive men or over senti- 
mental women. I have been surprised 
to see it manifested in men who were 
the very reverse of sentimental, and 
who were, in fact, quite ashamed to ad- 
mit themselves guilty of any such weak- 
ness. I have heard those who, gone 
over from a mixed diet of animal and 
vegetable food to pure vegetable diet, 
speak of feeling low under the new sys- 
tem, and declare that they must needs 
give it up in consequence, hut I have 
found even these (without exception) de- 
clare that they infinitely preferred the 
simpler, purer and, as it seemed to 

them, more natural f 1 plucked from 

the prime source of food, untainted by 
its passage through another animal 
body. 

AS OTHERS SEE fs. 
A type-Writer girl thus expresses her- 
self in the Indianapolis Journal: "1 get 
sick of men ami their ways. They are 
messy; they sling paper all over the 
office, and loll about on the desks and 
chairs in such undignified attitudes. 
They smoke and chew. We have four- 
teen drummers who come into our office, 
and only one of the fourteen has ever 
had the courtesy to a.-k me if cigar 
smoke is ollcnsive to me. Then, they 
are silly: they talk such nonsense as 16- 
year-old girls wouldn't lie guilty of. It 
is all about neckties, new hats, ballets, 
good dinners, and mi on. If you think 
man is the superior animal, you just 
spend some time in a business office 
witli assorted sizes of him, and you will 
see. I am beginning to believe that a 
trashy dime novel is better society thai] 
the average man, and equally improv- 
ing."

Naval Officer. 



Buffalo, N. Y. , April 18. — Manager 
Robinson, of the Internationa] Exposi- 
tion, has secured a novel attraction — 
human sky rocket the handicraft oi 
Mr. Kdsel'le, of t 'allao, Peru, formerly 
of the United States navy. His model 
has been successfully experimented with 
in .South America, and a brother in 
Minneapolis has tiled a caveat. SigllOl' 
Comarara made tin- initial trip.
